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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 to 28 are presented for examination. The preliminary amendment filed 
3-29-206 canceled claim 24. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119, which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The references listed in the information disclosure statement submitted on 3-29- 
2006 have been considered by the examiner (see attached PTO-1449). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 to 23 and 25 to 28 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
invention is directed to a method, a system a network element and a multi-protocol 
encapusulator comprising a step of "forming a second set of bursts comprising forward 
error correction (FEC) data." The prior art teaches various methodologies for 
transmitting data in a communication network and for providing a FEC for transmitted 
data. For instance Hammons, Jr. et al. (USP 6209116 BP one such example of the 
prior art teaches a method and an apparatus for providing auxiliary data in an idle 
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portion of a slot in a time division multiple access system, wherein 260 bits are 
transmitted from a FEC coder to slot 1 and variable bits are transmitted to slot 2. 

However, the prior art made of record, taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach or fairly suggest or render obvious the novel element of the instant invention of " 
forming a s second set of burst comprising FEC data."
